The City National was selected and 
for a number of years the growing 
deposit was carried there. 
Last year 
a new financial institution, the First 
State bank, appeared in the field and 
contested for the association’s treas- 
u r . The new bank woe over the City 
National by less than a half dozen 
votes. 
That contest was warm and 
exciting, but it pales into ineffectual 
nothingness when compared with the 
fun and frolic created Monday when 
the First National bank, represented 
bv its assistant cashier Glen Russell, 
and the First State, represented by 
its cashier. Ed Gibson, battled for 
F r o nds of these two 
and the friends and pa­ 
trons of each bank were in the field 
early in the game.

In re Alex­ 
ander's estate in the suprem e court 
of Pennsylvania, it was 
laid

that a “delusion” of a testator, such 
as will invalidate a will, must be “an 
insane belief or a men* figment of 
im agination—a belief in the existence 
of som ething which does not exist and 
which no rational person, in the ab­ 
sence of evidence, would believe to 
exist.“ 
It was further laid down that 
the burden is on a party relying on 
the existence of a delusion to invali­ 
date a will to prove that such delusion 
controlled the testator’s volition and 
destroyed his freedom of action in 
disposing of his estate.

an insane delusion on the part of the 
testator,

Surgeons and medical students at­ 
tending Jefferson Medical College and 
Hospital discussed with great interest 
a remarkable operation suggested by 
a leading surgeon at 
a 
clinic 
on 
W ednesday in which an artificial jaw, 
made of silver wire, shall take the 
place of one w hose entire removal is 
m ade necessary because of infection 
or death to the bone. 
Removal of the jaw som etim es is 
necessary if the life of a patient is to 
be saved. 
It alw ays results in great 
disfigurement, as well as serious inter­ 
ference with sw allow ing and speech. 
A surgeon attached to the hospital 
said the suggestion of using silver 
wire for building up an artificial jaw 
w as an idea worth the most serious 
attention. 
He added: 
“Fnder certain cirum stances we can 
remove the jaw, but leave the peri­ 
osteum and m uscle attachments. T his , 
new idea is then to take silver wire, 
tw ist it into the proper shape, and 
cover it with the periosteum. 
Under 
good conditions I have no doubt that 
there soon will begin a process of 
bone 
growth from 
the periosteum, 
which will form over the silver wire 
model, which will act as a scaffold for 
the new bone growth. 
After a tim e 
we can begin to remove small se c­ 
tions of the silver wire as the new 
Jaw grows stronger. 
T he regenera­ 
tion taking place from the periosteum 
should, according to all surgeons eau 
surmise, form quite a good new jaw.”
